Shore, Wrecking the Buildings In 
the Towns of lia, JLibertad and At-a- 
jutla—No Estimate of Loss of Life 
Can Be Made. 
San Francisco, March 11.—The Pa- 


cific Mail company's steamer Newport, 
from Central American acd Mexican 
ports, brings details of a recent disas- 
ter between La Libertad and a point 
30 miles north of Acajutla. 
Without

•wave burst over all the length of the 
coast, and when the Newport sailed 
for San Francisco it was said that 53 
bodies had already been recovered and 
buried- No possible estimate of the 
full loss of life could be made.

and swept the towns of La Libertad 
and Acajutla. carrying away the fresh 
water pumps of the latter place.

»ea. The wave rolled in like a moun- 
tain and there was not a break to it 
until striking the beach, when it swept 
over the embankments, covering them 
to & height of four or five feet, com- 
pletely inundating the whole coast an-1 
almost wiping out ail the smaii build- 
ings in Acajutia and

Senator Locgworth iciroduced a l»:ll 


which will avoid the litigation cun- 
stantiy foSiowiug tie passage oi bond 
issues for street improvements. The 
supreme court has declared anconsti- 
Uitiosa! most of these bills oa the 
grounc tna: they are special legisla- 
tion. The bill introduced provides 
that boards of control or officials 
charged with the care of the streets of 
any city may Issue bonds for such a 
purpose in an amount not to exceed 
1 mill OE the grand duplicate. Sena- 
tor Longworth says that by the enact- 
ment of this measure Cincinnati aad 
Cleveland can gel what money is need- 
ed for the care and repair of their 
streets. H« also expresses the belief 
that such faiHs passed under the clas- 
sification of cities, bonds so author- 
ized are not worth the paper upon 
which they are written. 


Senate bills were introduced as fol- 


lows: Mr. Moore, to provide for the 
codification of Ohio banking laws and 
to provide for a. new position under 
the control of the auditor of state, 
who is to be an inspector of banks 
(the chief Inspector is to receive a. 
salary of $4.000 per year, to be paid 
by the banks, and the law applies to 
state banks only i; Mr. Herriek. to pro- 
vide for two more assistant prosecut- 
ing attorneys for Cuyahoga county; 
Mr. Watts, providing that county com- 
missioners shall purchase supplies for 
cov-ity officers by competitive bids 
where the amount exceeds $1.000. 


House Proceedings. 


Mr. brown of Mercer county intro- 


duced an initiative and referendum 
movement. An amendment to the con- 
stitution is proposed. Section 15 of 
Article II having been selected. Mr. 
Brown proposes to amend that section, 
so as to provide that, in addition to 
the present methods by which bills 
may originate and pass, whenever 25 
per cent of the electors of the state 
petition for the passage of a bill, the 
general assembly shall either pass 
such bill or shall submit it to a vote 
of the people. If a majority of those 
voting declare for the bill, it shall be- 
come a. law. 
A similar provision is 


made for all civil subdivisions. Laws 
so passed are to be in effect from the 
date of the electioa. 


The more important measures intro- 


duced are the following; By Mr. Can- 
non, memorializing congress to in- 
clude in the next navel appropriations 
bill an appropriation sufficient to con- 
struct 
war vessels in the United 


States navy yards; Mr. Johnston, io 
permit osteopaths to practice medi- 
cine in Ohio after having passel an 
examination by a state board; Mr. 
Hypes, to authorize boar-Js of educa- 
tion to expend $300 for each school 
sub-district for apparatus and libraries 
tthis expenditure may be made in ad- 
dition to what has already been ex- 
pended); Mr. Comings, to permit the 
use of books in the public schools for 
the purpose of teaching the effect of 
alcohol and narcotics, and to prevent 
the issuance of teachers" certificates 
to persons addicted to either of these 
habits: Mr. McXeal, to require motion 
for a new tria! in specified cases to 
be acted upon by courts within 20 
days after the filing of the motion: 
(Mr. Mr. McXeal also introduced a 
bill to amend the law so that more 
than two townships, as at present, 
may build a high school;) Mr. Brown, 
to require that where the services of 
females are employed, either profes- 
sionally or otherwise, they shall be. 
paid at the same rate as that allowed 
to nsaies in the same capacity; Mr. 
Moaltoa. amending tie criminal as- 
sault law so as to fix the miciscuia 
penalty at three years ia the peniten- 
tiary for assaulting a person under 12 
years of age; Mr. Gear, to amend tae 
laws so that eaci county may take 
care of its own schools; Mr. Cook, to 
re-enact tie 
law repealed in IS9S, 


which provided ihat only life insur- 
ance produced by annual premiums of 
S150 shall be 3iable for debts; Mr. 
Hoffnian. to reiiev? Miami university 
lands of rental and place them upon 
an annual levy, as is done with other 
property. 


Mr. Binekiey introduced the bill 


recommended by the state board of 
pardons to change the law relating to 
the crime of criminal assault by re- 
du-cing tie age of responsibility in 
«uch cases from IS to 16 years, and 
reduces the minimum punishment to 
one year in tne penitentiary or six 
months in a county jail or workhouse. 
The new law wiil Dermlt tile defend- 
ant to introduce testimony regarding 
tike moral charaOr and reputation «C 
Ura proMCwtiac wiUM*.

Lawton. Ukla.. to the St. l.ouis Globe- 
[>euiocrat. 
Ht- has saved a man's life 


!•>• dragging him from a wrecked a'sid 
jurninj; emigrant car at The imminent 
hazard of his own life after a whole 
•rew of railruid m<ru had given the 
iniperi!t-d mau up for lost and were 
jiauding helplessly aside, with blanch- 
ed aud averted faces, waitiu:; for the 
tiames to t!o th-.'ir work. It is a thrill- 
ing story, and it shows that the nu- 
merous aud exciting crises ever re- 
curring iu baseball games, the mimic 
triumphs and tragedies of the diamond. 
put something more into their heroes 
than merely th-? desire for a contract 
at a larger salary the following year. 


Cooley was on a hunting jaunt in the 


Indian Territory a few days ago. He 
was traveling oa the Fort Sill branch 
of the Rock Island on an emigrant 
train and was keeping the conductor, 
an old friend, company in the caboose. 
When the train was bowling along 
near Apache, a thriving territory city. 
there was a sudden crash ahead, which 
was immediately succeeded by the 
sound of splintering timbers. The ca- 
boose was overturned, but the occu- 
pants fortunately escaped injurv-, and 
as soon as they could get out they hur- 
ried ahead to learn what had hap- 
pened. 


Three emigrant cars had gone off 


tne track and fallen on their sides with 
a crash. Two of them contained only 
household goods. The other contained 
one passenger, il. D. Williams, an In- 
diana farmer, who was taking his 
household furniture down to the new- 
farm which he won in the recent draw- 
ing at Lawton. 


Williams had a lantern in his car. 


and when the wreck occurred this lan- 
tern was broken, and, the oil igniting. 
flames spread rapidly through the in- 
terior of the car. Williams was pinned 
down by a lot of furniture which fell 
on him when the ear toppled over on 
its side, and when Cooley and the other 
trainmen arrived they could hear his 
cries for succor issuing from within 
the burning car. They made two at- 
tempts to effect a rescue, but both 
times were forced to retreat before the 
smoke and fiames. Finally one of the 
crew, who had worked very hard try- 
ing to get at Williams, turned to the 
others and said: 


"Boys. I guess we can't do anything 


more." 


Tbey all stood still for a minute. look- 


ing at the burning mass, from which 
the cries of the piuioned man were still 
coming at intervals. 


Cooley looked on for awhile and tien 


came to She conclusion that he would 
make one more effort- Notwithstanding 
the admonitions of the trainmen he en- 
tered the car and crawled along as best 
he could over the debris which littered 
and obstructed the interior. The heat 
and smoke warned him of his danger, 
but he kept on and finally reached the 
point where Williams was held prison- 
er. Cooley worked fast and soon had 
one of Williams' arms free. The ball 
player quickly grasped this, and, brac- 
ing his feet agaicst ^o.::e debris, he 
gave a strong puil anJ by main force 
dragged the man froi:. hweath the p 
of wreckage. 


Cooley did not stop there. Tin- Sanies 


were getting dangerously ci.ise. and lie 
•was beginning to fee! weak from the 
effects of the smoke hf had been inhal- 
ing. As fast as he could he dragged 
Williams along behind him and soon 
bad him oo the outside. As it turned 
out Williams could have got out unaid- 
ed after being released, as he had es- 
caped serious injury. Cooley. however. 
was under the impression that the man 
had been seriously injured, and he did 
not have time to ask Questions, 


WilHams was very grateful to his 


rescuer, who modestly accepted his 
thanks and the praise of the entire 
train crew. 


Trainmaster Sebree. who tvas pres- 


ent, has sent a recommendation to 
Rock Island beadqnarters that an an- 
nual pass over the road be issued to 
Cooley as an evidence of the road's ap- 
preciation of heroism such as this.
